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INTRODUCTION 


This short statistical report was prepared by Employment and Immigration Canada 
as a companion document to “Immigration to Canada: A Statistical Overview.” 
The purpose of this report is to provide additional region-specific data as 
background information for the consultations on immigration levels for the 1991 to 
1995 period. 


The tables and charts pertain to immigration to Ontario. The concepts of 
immigration class and category, the reporting timeframes, and the definitions of 
immigration-related terminology such as permanent resident, intended destination, 
intended occupation, etc., are consistent with those included in the Immigration to 
Canada report. 


Since the focus of the consultations is immigration to Canada, only data pertaining 
to immigrants are included; data on visitor programs (including foreign students 
and temporary foreign workers) are not. The statistics are derived from the Landed 
Immigrant Data System maintained by Employment and Immigration Canada. The 
complete statistical package on which this report is based is available from the 
Immigration Information Centre, Employment and Immigration Canada, Phase IV, 
Place du Portage, Ottawa-Hull, K1A OJ9.

HIGHLIGHTS 


In 1988, Ontario was the intended destination of 55% of immigrants to 
Canada and of these, 63% were destined for Toronto. 


The Family Class comprised 32%, Independent immigrants 52%, and 
Refugee and Designated Classes 16% of the 88,520 immigrants destined 
for Ontario in 1988. 


In 1988, immigration from Europe reached its highest level (25,159) this 
decade, representing 28% of all immigrants to Ontario. The Asia and the 
Pacific Islands region was the major source of 41% of immigrants to 
Ontario in 1988, the highest of any world region. 


Immigrants to Ontario in all classes were better educated in 1988 than in 
1980. 


Approximately 54% of immigrants to Ontario in 1988 had a knowledge of 
one or both of Canada’s official languages. 


In 1988, the most frequently stated intended occupations of immigrants to 
Ontario were clerical; managerial; fabricating and repairing; natural 
sciences, engineering and mathematics; service; and sales. 


IMMIGRATION TO ONTARIO 


ANNUAL IMMIGRATION 


Almost three million persons have immigrated to Ontario since 1945. 
During the period, Ontario was the intended destination of approximately 
52% of immigrants admitted to Canada. 


During the post-war period, Ontario’s annual level of immigration fluctuated 
between a low of 9,342 in 1945 and a high of 147,097 in 1957. In 1988, the 
province was the intended destination of 88,520 immigrants. 


Over the recent decade, Ontario was the intended destination of an increas- 
ing portion of annual immigration to Canada, rising from 44% in 1980 to 
55% in 1988.

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COMPOSITION OF IMMIGRATION 


Independent and Family Class immigration accounted for 43% and 41% 
respectively of the 516,204 immigrants destined for Ontario during the 1980 
to 1988 period. Refugees and members of Designated Classes represented 
16% of immigrants during the same period. 


Family Class immigration reached a high of 56% of total immigration to 
Ontario in 1983 and a low of 32% in 1988. 


Independent immigrants accounted for more than 50% of annual immigra- 
tion in each of the past two years, representing a steady increase from the 
decade low of 28% in 1983. 


Selected Workers and their dependents represented 45% of the 88,520 im- 
migrants destined for Ontario in 1988. Assisted Relatives represented 27% 
of this component. Since 1980, Assisted Relatives have comprised 10% of 
total immigration. 


Business immigration (including dependents) more than doubled during the 
decade, rising from 1,778 in 1980 to 3,953 in 1988.

SOURCES OF IMMIGRATION 


In 1988, immigration from Europe reached its highest level (25,159) this 
decade. As a portion of annual immigration, however, immigrants from 
Europe represented 28% in 1988 compared to 40% in both 1981 and 1982. 


Asia and the Pacific Islands accounted for approximately 41% of immigrants 
destined for Ontario in 1988, just under the decade high of 42% attained in 
1980, when Canada responded to the Indochinese refugee crisis. 


Immigration from the United States declined from a decade high of 
approximately 4,200 (8%) in 1981 to 2,962 (3%) in 1988. 


Immigration from the Americas (excluding the U.S.A.) accounted for 16% 
of the total for 1988, down from the decade high of 26% in 1986. 


In 1988, Africa and the Middle East was the source of 12% of immigrants 
destined for Ontario, continuing a steady increase since 1980, when only 7% 
of immigrants to Ontario were from this area.

IMMIGRATION TO CITIES 


Toronto attracts by far the greatest number of immigrants to Ontario. 
Throughout the 1980s, it was the intended destination of 270,655 im- 
migrants or 52% of total immigration to Ontario. During the early 1980s, ap- 
proximately 37% of immigrants to Ontario were destined for Toronto. 


In 1988, Toronto was the destination of 63% of immigrants to Ontario, down 
marginally from the decade high of 65% in 1984. 


During the 1980s, Mississauga was the destination of between 4% and 6% 
of immigrants destined for Ontario annually, and Ottawa of between 4% and 
7%. Hamilton was the intended destination of between 2% and 4%, and 
Brampton of between 1% and 2%. 


Seven cities, namely Toronto, Mississauga, Ottawa, Hamilton, Brampton, 
Kitchener, and Windsor, accounted for 82% of immigrants destined for On- 
tario in 1988.

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KNOWLEDGE OF OFFICIAL LANGUAGES 


In 1988, 54% of immigrants to Ontario had a knowledge of one or both of 
Canada’s official languages. This portion was at a decade low of 50% in 
1980 and reached a decade high of 62% in 1987. 


Among Independent immigrants destined for Ontario in 1988, 68% had a 
knowledge of English, French or both languages. 


Among Family Class immigrants, 50% reported a knowledge of one or both 


of Canada’s official languages. 


Class immigrants. In 1988, 83% of this group reported no knowledge of

EDUCATIONAL ATTAINMENT OF IMMIGRANTS 


Immigrants destined for Ontario in 1988 were better educated than those 
destined to the province in 1980. About 33% of immigrants in 1988 had 
some post-secondary education, compared to 24% in 1980. 


Independent immigrants were better educated than either Family Class or 
Refugee and Designated Class immigrants in 1988. 


Among Independent immigrants, 17.5% had at least a Bachelor degree. The 
comparable figures for Family Class and Refugee and Designated Class im- 
migrants were 8.8% and 8.6% respectively. 


Immigrants destined for Ontario had education levels in 1988 similar to 
those destined elsewhere in Canada. For example, of those destined for 
Ontario, 13.2% had a university degree compared to 13.1% for Canada as a 
whole.

Family Class immigration to Ontario rose from an annual low of 19,111 in 
1985 to a decade high of 29,934 in 1987. 


At the beginning of the 1980s, “parents, dependents and others” represented 
up to 54% of Family Class immigration to Ontario. 


Since 1984, “spouses, fiancé(e)s and their dependents” have accounted for 
the largest portion of Family Class immigration to the province, rising from 
47% in 1984 to a decade high of 51% in 1987.

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SOURCES OF SELECTED WORKERS 


Asia and the Pacific Islands replaced Europe as the major source of Selected 
Workers destined for Ontario in 1987, accounting for 40% of the total. The 
portion for 1988 was 47%. 


In 1980, Europe was the source of 51% of Selected Workers, and Asia and 
the Pacific Islands of 20%. In 1988, 27% of Selected Workers were from 
Europe. 


The United States was the source of approximately 3% of Selected Workers 
in 1988, compared to a decade high of almost 14% in 1983. 


Africa and the Middle East was the source of 11% of Selected Workers in 
the 1980s. 


The number of Selected Workers from the Americas (excluding the U.S.A.) 
more than doubled from 1980 to 1988, but the annual portions of total 
selected worker immigration were relatively close — 10% and 12% respec- 
tively.

The number of Business immigrants destined for Ontario almost doubled 
during the decade, rising from 544 in 1980 to 1,020 in 1988. 


Hong Kong and the Republic of Korea, which were the sources of the 
highest (34%) and second highest (8%) portions of Business immigrants 
destined for Ontario in 1988, were not among the top source areas in 1980. 


The number of business immigrants from the Federal Republic of Germany 
was somewhat higher in 1988 (44) than in 1980 (36), while Business im- 
migration from the United States and the United Kingdom was considerably 
lower in 1988 than in 1980.
